Last evening a committee of em- 


ployes from the open health depart- 
ment; notified the foreman not to re- 
charge the furnaces, as they were go- 
ing out on strike this moruing'at the j 
end of the turn. 
The foreman im- 


mediately notified the officials of the 
mill of the intentions of the men, and 
a hurried conference was held. 
It 


was then decided to make wholesale 
discharges in the effort to stay the 
tide of union sentiment. 


The men discharged were two 


helpers* twenty ladlemen, two en- 
gineers, three electricians, two boss 
stockers and two brakemen. 


ESCOKTED BY POLICEMEN. 
Eleven of the discharged men were 


escorted from tho works by police- 
men and were not allowed to talk to 


The strikers claim that the strike 


is practically on and the men are 
cleaning up, preparatory to coming 
out. 
There was no disorder about 


the mill, though some excited talk- 
ing was indulged in, mostly by 
spectators, who had no personal in- 
terest in the men quitting. 


BEACHING BFPECT. 


The shut down of the Duquesne 


steel works would have a far-reach- 
ing effect, seriously crippling the 
American Tin Plate company. When 
the Beliaire steel works closed down 
the orders for tin plate bars were all 
transferred to Duquesne. 
Since then 


the Duquesne plant has been stock- 
ing the tin plate plants. 
Some of 


them have two weeks supply on hand.

"Wliile Professor Paul had un-

Paul Gibbs to attend the autopsy, he 
was also present as an expert em- 
ployed by 
the state, and to his 


custody were intrusted the 
organs 


of the bodies for chemical analysis. 
This, in the minds of many, shows 
that the authorities are looking: for 
poison. 
The fact that the Jacin

ships, including eleven battleships, 
five cruisers, three torpedo boat de- 
stroyers,, seventeen torpedo boats 
and three submarine boats.

poverty of a filthy, isolated 
hut.

passed the act uniting the two coun 
tries under the name of the Republic 
of Colombia, the first honor bestowed 
ou Christopher Columbus in the con 
tincut 
he had discovered. 
This 


marked the beginning of "greater Co 
lombia." the beginning of Bolivar's 
greatest power and fame, and the be 
ginning: of the troubles that wen 
eventually to drive him into poverty 
exile and a lonely death. 


It was not until the famous battle 


was fought on the plains of Carabobo 
six months later that this part of the 
continent was freed entirely from the 
dominion of Spain, and it was not 
until October 5, 1821, that the last 
Spanish troops quitted forever the 
soil now comprising Venezuela, Ecua- 
dor and Colombia. 
Although presi- 


dent of Colombia, Bolivar next turned 
his attention to Peru, where the col- 
onists were battling bravely for lib- 
erty under the leadership of General 
Sucre, who had been sent to them 


time before by Bolivar himself. 


Marching at the head of his army, 
he gained victory after victory over 
the royalists, and finally in the mem- 
orable engagements at Juniu and 
Ayi>?huso broke the Spanish power 
and arovc them from the country. 
The capitulation of C«21ao in 1826 
marked the end of Spanish rule in 
South Ameiica. 


Meanwhile all had not been going 


well in Colombia. 
From tho very 


first a strong party in Venezuela had 
cppopcd the idea of uniting the two 
countries under one government and 
the position was growing stronger 
every day, though the loyalty of the 
common people to Bolivar served to 
save the state from serious danger. 
The acceptance by Bolivar of the dic- 
tatorship of Peru, and the perpetual 
presidency of Bolivia, now added fuel 
to the ilamcs, though they did not 
break forth in any overt act. The 
friendship of Bolivar with Napoleon, 
for such a thing it was urged was 
evidenced by his visit to him in 1806, 
was held up as proof that his mind 
was charged with the idea of creat- 
ing an empire for himself, and the 
coids that bound the people to him 
received such a wrench from this 
calumny, circulated broadcast by his 
enemies, that Bolivar was compelled 
to reply to it with a noble letter that 
for awhile lulled the storm that was 
gathering around him and the repub- 
"ic of his creation. 


Bolivar now turned his attention to 


another pet scheme, the formation of 
a defensive union of all American 
countries to resist any aggression 
from abroad, and succeeded to such 
an extent that a convention of repre- 
sentatives from all the South Ameri- 
can countries, Mexico and the United 
States was called at Panama in June, 
1826. 
The plenipotentiary of the 


United States and several other com- 
missioners died almost immediately 
after their arrival of fever, and the

missioners, those of Peru, Mexico, 
Guatemala and 
Colombia, hastily 


signed a treaty of perpetual union 
and"defense, which was never rati- 
fied, and adjouined.

places 
for persecuted 


priests. 


The places were 'called 
"priests' 


holes*', and were 
made in various 


ways with the greatest skill and in- 
genuity* in the 
principal 
Koman 


Catholic houses all over 
England, 


says the London Daily Mail. 


As Allan Tea shows in his very 


interesting book on "The Secret 
Rooms cf England," no precedents 
were allowed to bias the choice of hid- 
ing* holes 
in thoss who 
designed 


them, for the more remarkable the 
place the less likelihood there was of

small portion of one of their girdles 
got jammed in, so that a part was 
visible from the outside. Fortunately 
for the fugitives 
someone in the 


secret, in passing the spot, happened 
to catch sight of tho telltale 
frag- 


ment and called gently to those with- 
in to endeavor to pull it in, which 
they eventually succeeded in doing, 


'•At this moment the pursuers were 


at work in another part of the castle, 
but. hearing the voice in the court- 
yard, rushed into it and commenced 
battering the walls, and at times 
upon the very door 
of the hiding 


place, which would have given way 
had not those within put their com- 
bined weight against it to keep it 
from yielding. It was a pitchy dark 
niglit, and it was pelting with rain 
so after a time, discouraged at ftnd- 


. ing nothing and wet to the skin, the 


soldiers put off further search unti 
the following morning. 


"Father Blount and his man, when 


all was quiet, issued forth, swam 
moat and escaped. So the next day 
when their lurking place was discov 
ered it was found empty.

with so tragic a story as that 'a 
Moyles court, Hants, where the ven 
erable Lady Attce.Lislerin pure char 


ity, hid two partisans of Monmouth 
—John Hiekcs and 
Richard 
Nel- 


thorpe—after 
-the battle 
of Sedge- 


moor, for which humane action she 
was condemned to be burned alive by 
Judge Jeffreys—a sentence commuted 
afterwards to beheading. It is diffi- 
cult to associate this peaceful old 
Jacobean mansion 
and the simple 


tomb in the churchyard hard by with 
so terrible a history. A dirk hole 
in the wall of the kitchen is tradi- 
tionally said to be the place of con- 
cealment of the fugitives who threw 
themselves on Lady Alice's 
mercy, 


but a dungeon like cellar not unlike 
that represented in E. M. Ward's well 
known picture looks a much more 
likely place.

of Minster lovel manor house, Ox- 
fordshire,

After the battle of 


Storke. Francis, 
the last viscount,

At the present rirte 
of production fully 60,000 tons of 
paper are yearly turned out. so that 
the investment in the plant is a lit- 
tle more than $40 (£8) for each ton 
of paper yearly produced.

form was similar to

Zouaves, 
except 
that it was pale 


blue. Their black faces were of so 
sinister a cast that it is said the Ger- 
man government circulated pictures 
of them among its army in order tc 
accustom the soldiers to the sight 
of these African opponents. 


Many of the Turkos fell in action 


and large numbers were taken pris- 
oners. 
A few of them managed to 


get b*ck to Paris at the time of the 
Commune. 
There, without: the re- 


straint of discipline, they gave w?y 
to drink, and eventually made them- 
selves such a nutennce that the Pa- 
risians were very glad to see the 
List cf them.—London Express. 


AUTOMATIC MACHINERY. 


It is frequently urged that the in- 


troduction of the automatic machine 
has restricted the employment of the 
hand worker, and has lessened the 
individuality and 
diminished 
the 


personal initiative of the operator; 
that it has had the effect of chang- 
ing the intelligent, self-respecting 
hand worker into a mere mechanical 
adjunct of the machine whose opera- 
tions he supervises, says W. H. 
Smythc, in Cassier's Magazine. The 
automatic machine has. of course, 
produced a rearrangement of the ave- 
nues of labor, with consequent suffer- 
ing to those who. through lack of in- 
telligence or lack of adaptability, 
have been unable to adjust them- 
selves to the new conditions. 
Such 


is the necessary effect in transition 
periods. The suffering and hardship 
during the transition from th<» tool 
age to the machine age have been 
insignificant 
when compared with 


the enormous increase of comfort and 
general well-being which have result- 
ed from this change. 


That automatic machinery has had 


the effect of diminishing: the indi- 
viduality and personal initiative is 
wholly improbable. 
If the slow 


molding of ages, the heredity of gen- 
erations and the environment of art, 
science and literature can produce a 
type of men having little or no im- 
agination, individuality or personal 
initiative, it would certainly seem 
that they are of too resisting fiber to 
be affected, either for good or ill, by 
a few years' contact with machinery. 
Such a type, doubtless, performs val- 
uable functions in the economy of 
the race, by conserving the good of 
the'past and steadying the present. 
Nature, which has so carefully pre- 
served this type, can be relied upon 
to still guard and keep it. to act as a 
balance weight during a few more 
epochs. 
To one. however, who has 


the slightest spark of the living fire 
of imagination, an automatic ma- 
chine is a liberal education and an 
inspiration, 
the daily association 


with which must of necessity aug- 
ment his knowledge, cultivate his 
perceptive faculties and stimulate his 
intelligence.

WHISTLING FOR HEALTH 


A PRETTY ROYAL CUSTOM. 


LARGEST PAPER MILL. 


Everybody reads a wooden news- 


pper, and without great forests to 
draw from -the penny sheet would be 
impossible. 
Textile fabrics, such as 


otton and linen, are altogether in- 
efficient in quantity to meet the de* 
mand for "first" and "latest" edi- 
ions, and the prices of paper made 
tvith these materials would ssrious- 
y cut down the circulation figures 
of the most enterprising dailies, says 
A. D. Adams, in Cassier's Magazine. 
Production of paper from wood pulp 
has, therefore, greatly increased dur- 
ng recent years. 
In. what is now the largest paper 


mill in the world 225 cords of wood 
are daily converted into 200 tons of 
first-class newspaper stock. 
This 


mill is located about seventy-five 
miles from Bangor, on ,the edge of 
the great wilderness of northern 
Maine, U. S. A. The Great Northern 
Paper company is the builder and 
owner of this plant, as it is also of 
the larger part of the town of Milli- 
nocket? which has grown up about 
it. 


Thus far only two-thirds of the 


ultimate capacity of paper making 
machinery has been installed, so that 
about 338 cords of wood will ulti- 
mately be consumed per day, yield- 
ing 300 tons of paper as a product. 
Nearly all the logs used at the nvll 
are of spruce, the variety of wood 
best adapted for the making of news- 
paper stock. 


The amount of energy necessary to 


transform one and one-eighth cords 
of green spruce timber into one ton

She avers that whistling is really 
singing—without words. In saying 
this she is upheld by the musician 
Marches!, who allows that what Miss 
Shaw does is ''singing" in all that 
the technicai definition of singing re- 
quies. 


To whistle well you must breathe 


out long and steadily like a singer. 
No good whistler 
ever 
draws the 


breath in except, of course, between 
the 
production of 
the 
different 


sounds. 
But it is a means of pro- 


longing life and alleviating suffer- 
ing that attention is now boing 
turned to whistling. 
It is claimed 


that those subject to ailments cf the 
throat and chest may be greatly bcn- 
efitted by this new and interesting 
method of treatment. 
The mincl is 


ocupied while the exercise is going 
on. This, say 
the physicians, is a 


great 
point. The 
lungs 
are ex- 


panded and the muscles of the neck 
and 'bust developed. 


Apart from its peculiar beneficial 


results it is worth while knowing how 
to whistle well. 
As with'every thing 


else 
there is a right way and a 


wrong way to whistle. Set about ac- 
quiring the accomplishment 
in the 


right way and you will soon become 
remarkably proficient; but an unin- 
structed novice will be a long time 
before he can give anyone pleasure 
by his attainments. 


This is the way to do it. Throw 


the head back, fill the lungs to their 
capacity and then with the lips and 
throat in proper position expel the 
air.

will 


achieve unexpected success. Volume 
and strength of note will come very 
quickly. 
It 
is quite possible to 


"pharase in whistling us in singing/' 


A celebrated 
performer can 
all 


but speak in whistling, so delicately 
varying and modulating the sound 
as to make it an expression of an 
idea, he has in his mind. A simple 
example of this power is the ''inter- 
rogative whistle/* which can be per- 
formed by nearly any one. 


Another 
professional 
whistler 


claims to be able to whistle two notes 
at the same time. A famous French 
entertainer who was in this country 
recently, whistled like a nightengale

WATER CURTAINS. 


The 
principle 
of 
the 
so-called 


water curtain, 
which was proposed 


quite a number of years ago for fire 
protection in theaters, being intend- 
ed to cut off the audience from the 
stage, has of late been 
applied in 


many instances for ordinary build- 
ing protection, the arrangement be- 
ing such as to cause water to fall 
in a sheet—either all around a struc- 
ture or down one side or several sides 
of it, says Cassier's Magazine, 
In 


the case of one large public building, 
of which particulars have recently 
been given, a seven-inch steel water 
main is laid around the top of the 
structure, upon the broad stone table 
formed by the top of the 
coping. 


This pipe is connected with pumps in 
the basement, and through perfora- 
tions properly arranged, insures the 
introduction of a substantial sheet of 
water 
from 
cornice 
to pavement 


around the whole or any imperiled 
portion of the 
building. 
The 
ar- 


rangement of the system of piping 
is said to 'be such as -to ipermit of 
operating in prescribed sections, and 
•additional relays of smaller pipe are 
placed in position above .windows 
and doors in order to complete the 
curtaining of those points 
in the 


most serviceable manner should the 
curtain in the main be broken by 
wind or 
impinging 
against 
the 


building or through some other cause. 


Strand is, it cannot be eaid that tho

'through shipwreck.

safer to go to sea than to stay 
ashore, provided one goes as a pas- 
senger.

Mr. 


Lennox computed that at compound 
interest £9 was due, 


Mr. Carnegie has investigated the 


matter and found that Mr. Lennox 
was quite right in his claim. 
The 


debt will not only be paid, but the 
children of Mrs. Lennox will be en- 
dowed with a sum sufficient to keep 
them in comfort as long as they live. 
Mr. Lennox said in his letter: 


"When the Carnegies 
left Dun- 


fermline they were so poor that the 
mother had to borrow money to take 
them to the United States. 


"My aunt, though a poor woman 


herself, helped them out to the ex- 
tent of eleven 
shillings, 
but the 


promise to repay the loan evidently 
escaped the memory of the benefi- 
ciaries, because they never .paid the 
sum borrowed. 


"My aunt is dead, but she left two 


daughters, one of whom is the wife 
of a humble joiner in Dunfemline, 
while the other is a maiden lady en- 
gaged in a small drapery business in 
Edinburgh.

negie knew this he would be willing 
to do handsomely by his mother's 
friends?" 


Mr. Carnegie called in person on 


the children of hi& benefactor and 
thanked them for the generosity of 
their mother.

and others in which circumstances 
involved him. 


He had a great father. Abraham. 


and a gracious mother, Sarah, ard 
the inestimable 
value of such a 


birthright as his cannot be stated in 
any terms of language. It has be**n 
my privilege to share in, or at least 
look 'on, at the induction of hun - 
dreds of young men to the Christian 
ministry. And it is no overestimate 
•when I say there was not 1 per ceil*; 
of them ^ho attributed their con- 
version *to Christ and their choice 
of the sacred calling to anything 
so much as to their mother's influ- 
ence.

•HIS CALM SELF-CONTROL. 
Reading on 
in his 
biography, 


Isaac, at the age of 40. married Re- 
'bekah (Genesis xxv., 20) and there 
began his full-grown manhood, an 3 
that was characterized all through 
by a calm self-control worth consid- 
ering. When yet he was a lad and 
his father Abraham was leading him 
(Genesis xxv.) in a blind way to 
some unknown altar, the young man 
might naturally have evinced an in- 
quisitive. if not a teasing, curiosity 
to know whither they were going 
and what sacrifice was to be offerM 
lip. 
But he did not break silence 


•with 
more 
than 
one 
question. 


"Where is the lamb for a burn offer- 
ing?'7 
And whis his father replied, 


"The Lord will provide," Isaac was 
satisfied. 
His subjective and sun- 


missive nature was satisfied to wa:*. 


FINDS HELP IN 
PRAYER. 


So also when he had reached man 


hood and came into the estate of his 
departed father, and had mairied 
Rebekah, and had no children, and 
it seemed as if there might be none. 
Isaac acted veiy different from the 
course his own 
father 
Abraham 


Adapted. 
Abraham became impa 


ticnt'in his childless estate, and the 


episode followed. 
But Isa.^c 


in full tranquility and trust in God 
gave himself to prayer, and his fam- 
ily line, fruitful and fateful, fore- 
with 'began. Twin boys were born 
to Rebekah and him, and with them 
came some of the searching trials of 
Isaac's life. 


When 
Abranam 
died 
(Genesis 


xxv., 5) he bequeathed all he had 
to Isaac, except some small favors 
to the Sons of his concubine, Ketu- 
rah. Then Isaac became, vastly rich 
in Gerar, the city where he dwelt. 
His prosperity awakened the envy 
of his neighbors, as such has ever 
been apt to do (Genesis xxvi.. 14) 
and ended in the king of the Philis- 
tines bidding Isaac be off, bag and 
baggage. 


Possibly there were incidents ii 


this ousting not unlike the expul- 
sion of burghers of South Africa by 
tht English. But the Boers have 


not at all like 
With-

out ceremony the king of 
Berar, 


Abimelech, ordered Isaac to (xxvi., 
16) ugo 
from 
us.v and, strange 


enoug'h. his argument was: **For 
thou nit much mightier than we." 


BRITONS WERE BOERS. 


Certainly that v/as a novel cause 


to assign. If England had ordered 
the people of the South African re- 
publics to pack their things and 
betake themselves to the north, be- 
cause they are "much 
mightier'' 


than Biitain, what a sensation it 
must have caused. As a fact the re- 
publics 
were 
appaiently a feeble 


folk, and seeing they had prospered 
greatly and had enormous expecta- 
tions of moie riches from their goUV 
mines, rhe Biitish have 
been ac 


cuscd of picking a quarrel and rat- 
ing- a pretext on which to overthrow 
the Transvaalcrs. 


But seeing we live in the twentieth 


Chiistian centitiy. while Isaac and 
Abimelech lived 
eighteen hundred 


years before Chiist was born, it may 
be left to an impaitial judgment to 
decide where the noblest manhood 
has been manifested, in London or in 
Gerar. 
And w.'.th these two cases in 


point it should do a deal toward 
showing- all nominally Christian na- 
tions, peoples and persons the shame 
of the strong conquering, crowding 
and crushing the weaker. 
YIELDS. ALTHOUGH MIGHTIER. 


Itfot s:> did Isaac. 
He was the 


mightiei, the wealthier and could 
have eifily answered Abimelech of 
Geiar: 
"No. thank you. 
I do not 


choose to migrate. 
If anyone is to 


leave, it must be you Philistines. 
I 


:an drive you out, and I will. Think 
you. Abimelech. that I will quietly 
enduie a dead loss (lesson veise 15) 
on all the outlay and improvements 
I have made in Gerar? 
I have dug 


wells and 
deepened others which 


digged in the days of Abra- 


ham.' 
I am the stronger, as you 


admit and intend to stay and enjoy 
my riches and rights." 


But this man Isaac was of quite 


different disposition; for (lesson 17) 
without a murmuring word he *'de- 
parted thence and pitched his tent in 
the valley of Gerar and dwelt there." 


Exactly what the distance was be- 


tween the former dwelling place and 
this valley land to which he moved 
we cannot learn. 
The first Geiar was 


a city, ami this next mentioned a 
country place. 
We speak of New 


York, and may mean New York city 
or New York state. 
Isaac moved 


peaceably, thus indicating his dispo- 
sition as a peacemaker, into the rural 
region called Gerar, and went on with 
his rural piusuits. 


But when this quietly disposed and 


non-combatant head of the house of 
Israel (lesson v. 18-20) took to busi- 
ness and the betterment of the land 
in Gerar. a new test of his tranquil- 
lity befell him. 
Just as soon as his 


work began to yield the needed water 
in that diy country, up rose the in- 
dolent Fhillistincs to dispute Isaac's 
right. 
There ere lazy, worthless 


people everywheie, and always to be 
found, who will not work themselves, 
but stand leady to insist that others 
—the world—owes them a living, as 
they say. 


CALLS MONUMENT "ESEK." 


With such it is not easy to be foi- 


be.iring. 
But Isaac was. 
Possibly 


he inherited a temper of patience for 
such a time from his father Abra- 
ham, who treated Lot (Genesis, xiii.) 
to geneiotisly. 
Hence he says to the 


herdman of Gerar: 
''Let me erect a 


monument to keep present events in 
memoiy and I will move on.'* 
And 


the monument he 
named <*Esek." 


meaning stiife. "because they (v. 20) 
strove with him." 


Now we ai5 studying Isaac as ? 


-. and so must observe that 


it is common to hear people say: 
"Thcie is a point where patience 
;eases to be a virtue " If that weie 
<;o in Isaac's age, one might suppose 
he i earned that point after being 
ousted from the city and again ousted 
from the countiy, and a third time 
(le?5on v. 21) attacked when trying 
to make a home foi himself nncl bis 
people. 
Nevertheless he calmly ie- 


frained fiom using force when he 
-night have readily fought his way 
to conquest; and again (v. 22) "he ie- 
nioved from thence and digged an- 
other well." 


Thcic is a supposition that he dug 


this time on the bcrdeis of the land 
beyond where those of Gerar would 
consider themselves justified by their 
boundaiy light in contending with 
him further. 
Tor we iead (lesson v. 


22) "Now the Lord hath made room 
for us and we shall be fiuitful in the 
land." 
Certainly his 
exceptional 


ling entitles him to the 


n.ame of peacemaker. 


Very patient was he under piovo- 


cation. 
Meanwhile that he was full 


able to have bsaten his antagonists. 
For it is only as we are Able to com- 
pel an opponent and do not that we 
are to be credited v/ith Christian pa- 
tien:e. 


"Charley," said the teacher, "if an- 


other boy should strike you. what 
would you dof" 
* , * 


'Wothin' ef he was blgger'u me; 


but ef I was bigger'n him I'd knock 
him into next week." 
SAME TENDENCY ELSEWHERE. 


So I read of an incident in a mis- 


sion school class, and it represents 
far more than a few full-grown peo- 
ple of all grades of society. 
But to 


ciedit Charley, or any of like spirit, 
with Isaac's disposition as peacemak- 
er would be ridiculous. 


The charm of all this account of 


Isaac begins in what King Abimelech 
admitted—that 
Isaac 
had 
the 


strength and substance and standing 
to say where he was. but rather than 
quarrel he submitted meekly to be 
depiived again and again of his 
rights. 


Such a beautiful case of human 


generosity is hard to find anywhere 
in history. 
It should put to the 


blush no small part of the practices 
which prevail at present in our midst. 
Tor on every side we see how the 
strong squeeze out or strangle the 
weak to the death. 


Just as I am at the work of study* 


ing this lesson a dear friend tells 
me a story, the main points of which 
I will repeat. 


In a certain corporation there were 


large profits being made and paid to 
the quite small number of stock- 
holders. Among those holders there 
were a few women. What think yon 
the men did who held the larger part 
of the shares? 
They organized a 


plan by which the dividends were cut 
down 50 per cent, one year and 25 
more the next year, and a suggestion 
was whispered that a third 
year 


there would be none. 
By that the 


helpless women were scared into sell- 
ing all their stock for a mere trifle, 
and those men—holding a high place 
in the community—gobbled it all into 
their own strong boxes. 
Then the 


dividends were restored to the full. 


WELL DRESSED BOBBERS. 


That is abominable rascality, and 


it is too common. Indeed, it is done 
with variations every day. 
Those 


respectably dressed robbers did not 
fight the defenseless women stock- 
holders with bullets or bludgeon, but 
their meinod of \\aifare was just as 
dishonest, or else we do not know 
what morals call for in this world. 
They 
heartlessly 
acted upon 
the 


theory 
that 
they 
were 
''much 


mightier'* than the women, and could 
crowd them out, and so they would 
crowd them, and they did crowd and 
crush them. 


When our Savior spo::e the beati- 


tudes. He said: "Blessed (Matt. v.. 
9)are the peacemakers, for they shall 
be called the children of God.'* And 
far away in the ages of the Genesis 
and Isaac the heathen king of Gerir 
discovered the same 
truth. 
For 


(Genesis xxvi., 26-30) after time hid 
passed, enough for Isaac to become 
still more mighty, King Abimelech 
bethought him that a mistake had 
been made in banishing this son of 
Abra'ham; and for the single reason 
that God was to evidently v/ith 
Isaac. 


The turn had come for this self-de- 


nying peacemaker, for not only the 
king but his prime minister and 
major general of his army sought an 
interview with Isaac, and entreated 
him for an alliance with Abimelech, 
Thus this child of God won the day 
without conflict, when he had abun- 
dant cause for wovccation. 


The same spirit of kindly conces- 


sion is found i'i other and fuithei 
events of his life, but our space does 
not 
suffer 
us to consider them. 


Enough has been already opened to 
emphasize the value of a calm and 
considerate temper and tieatment of 
those who are exasperating in their 
treatment of us. 


There is much truth in the adage, 


"It is the biter wno surely gets bit- 
ten." 
Sooner or later the selfish who 


grab and gather all get their clues i>i 
the disgust of others, and may be by 
the desertion of othcis. 


TEACHINGS OF THE SAVIOR. 
But let us not forget that Isaac has 


ever been regarded as a type, anil 
Jesus Christ the anti-type* That is, 
all we find in Abraham's son in- 
structive on the subject of peace- 
making was amply and completely 
set forth in Jesus the Son of Man. 


Paul states it in most condensed 


jfoi m when he wi ites that Jesus 
"made peace by the blood of His 
(Collossians i., 20) cross." He suf- 
fered to reconcile us with God. Man- 
kind became cstiangcd fioin the Mos^ 
High God, Why it should have been 
so and how it came about are ques- 
tions to which differing- answers h?ve 
been made. But that the fact exist?, 
and has long existed, is unquestion- 
able. 


And of all the precious truths of 


Christianity, this is most rich th.u 
God craves and has ever been cur- 
ing the recovery of His creature man 
to loving confidence and fellowship 
with Him. Thus the whole record of 
Christ as the Redeemer reads, and 
reveals the divine patience to war:' 
sinners with a deep deshe to draw all 
men unto Himself.

ually lost everything, and became 
dependent upon the charity of his re- 
lations.

the prison the other day she took 
with her, as a result of her prison 
work, the sum of $1.200. 
As she 


came out of jail the husband met her 
and the two fell into each other's1 


arms. 
That little affair sf the firm- 


hand lover and the attempt to take 
the old man's life weie not alluded 
to—they "became forgotten incidents, 
closed to discussion. 
The woman 


immediately handed over the $1,200 
to her husband, and they went away 
as happy as two innocent children to 
try and buy back the old farm and 
begin life over again,

La Salle was a priest and

He enjoyed the best ad- 
vantages for an education, but his 
htait was moved when he saw th», 
youth of his city growing up in ig- 
norance and vice. He sought to es- 
tablish schools for them, but found 
that thrie v/eie no capable teacher;;. 
To supply 
instructors of a bet^e • 


?Uss he gathered a chosen band oi 
young men into 
his 
own house, 


where ho supported and trained them 
it Ills own expense. The work soon 
outgrew these accommodations, an'l 
:.bout 1G85, with the aid of benevo- 
lent friends, he established a normal 
school to be 
devoted 
to training 


tcr.cheis for elementary schools. 


A few years before Deiuia, a priest 


of Lyons, peilormed a similar serv 


ice, but soon after his death the e:i 
ccrpiise failed. 
La Salle gave up 


his c:monry, with its honors ^iiu 
libeial income, to devote himself to 
his school. By his self-sacnfics his 
school became very successful, and 
established a notable system of edu- 
cation, but after his death nothing 
more was heaid of independent nor- 
mal schools in France for nearly a 
century.

SWELLING IMMIGRATION, 


Immigration 
into 
the 
Unite;! 


States is again running high. The 
prosperity which the country has ex- 
perienced of late is no doubt mainly 
responsible for this, for the officiol 
reports show that immigration in- 
creases or slackens as times here are 
''easy" or "hard." It is evident that 
the people of the old world keep .1 
pretty close watch upon industrial 
condtions in our'land. 


The number of emigrants from for- 


eign countries to the United States 
during the fiscal year ended with 
June last was 487,918. This Is the 
highest point reached since 1892. 
-which marked the culmination of a 
period of unusually large immigra- 
tion. The figures for that year and 
for several preceding years notable 
for the great influx from abroad were 
as follows: 
1892, 623,084; 1891, 


360,319; 1888. 546.889; 1887, 490.* 
109; 1884, $18,592; 1883. 603.322: 
1882, 788.992: 1881. 669.431; 1880, 
457,257. In the latter year immi- 
gration took a great jump, having 
been but 177,826 in 1879. It will be 
observed that the late fiscal year wns 
far behind the highest showing here 
made, but the tendency is toward P 
rapid 
increase, and 
the 
present 


twelve-month may make a record lit- 
tle if any below that of the big years 
cited. 


The most disquieting feature of the 


exhibit, however, is the character and 
not the extent of the immigration. 
The increases are confined mainly to 
countries from which we have re- 
ceived the least desirable accessions. 
Thus Italy sent us last year nearly 
half of the total immigration, or 
135.99C more than during- the previ- 
ous year. This is by no means offset 
by 
the 
increase of 23,331 from 


Sweden and of 12,214 from England,, 
both of which countries contribute 
persons who are as a rule temperate. 
thrifty and law-abiding and who 
make good citizens. 
Many of simi- 


lar qualities come from Italy and 
elsewhere, but experience has shown 
that a large proportion of the immi~ 
gration from Italy. Russia, Hungary 
and other sections of southern nnd 
Eastern Europe is of the most objec- 
tionable character, marked by vice, 
ignorance and habits and practices 
so alien to our own as to lead to most 
unpleasant consequences. . 


It is to be noted, however, that the 


immigration 
from 
both 
Austria- 


Hungary 
and 
Russia 
showed a 


marked 
falling 
off 
last 
year. 


Whether or not this will be continued 
during the present fiscal period is as 
yet uncertain. One thing may cer- 
tainly be urged with a propriety—a 
most rigid enforcement of such pro- 
visions of the federal statutes as are 
designed to exclude persons not fit 
for permanent residence here or for 
American citizenship.

INTO THE PUBLIC PRINT.

A vice president of the last gen 


eratiou was the gossip of Newspaper 
Row. 
Nearly every evening he made 


n call on one or more of his favorite 
correspondents, and occasionally a 
state secret was revealed in the con 
versation. Once in a while the leak 
was inadvertent* and the vice presi- 
dent -was embarrassed by the subse- 
quent.publication. 


One evening he carried with him 


bundle of papers, and after he hud 
token his departure the correspondent 
on whom he had called discovered 
that the old gentleman had dropped 
n printed pamphlet, on the top of the 
first page of which were the word-, 
"secret and confidential/* 


It is impossible to discuss the duty 


of the correspondent under these cir 
cumstances. 
There is no issue in- 


volved. There is no doubt that he 
should have carried the paper* which 
was a proposed treaty of the first im 
portance, to the vice president; at 
least, not to impose an impossible 
task* he should have satisfied him- 
self as to the intention of the vice 
president. 
He might 
thus have 


cheaply secured a balm for a some* 
what indurated conscience. But he 
published the treaty, was roundly 
praised for his 4ibeat." and flourished 
in consequence of it. The only ad- 
mirable thing which he did in the 
premises was to retuni the paper in 
such a manner that the vice presi- 
dent, if he did not really intend to 
drop it out of his bundle, did not 
know that ho had lost it. 
As it 


turned out afterward, it was well 
that he had his copy, for the senate 
made an inquiry, and the vice presi- 
dent was able to prove that his was 
not missing. 


Mr. Hayes was veiy free with state 


secrets, and here comes an easier 
question. It was his custom during1 


the political session of 1879 to send 
for two correspondents, the represen- 
tatives of leading republican news- 
papers, on the eve of *a veto message, 
and to tell them of his purpose and of 
the line of his reasoning. 
It will 


be recalled by those who were on 
earth at that time that an extra ses- 
sion was made necessary by the fail- 
ure of congress to pass some of the 
general appropriation bills at the 
regular session. 


The 
democrats 
controlled 
both 


houses, and they added to the army 
nnd sundry civil bills riders, in one 
instance forbidding the employment 
of troops at tho polls, and in the 
other repealing: the law authorizing 
the employment of deputy United 
States marshals to aid in enforcing 
the federal elections law. The politi- 
cal world was in a ferment of ex- 
citement, and was eagerly guessing 
at the president's intentions. 
The 


appropriation bills went to him, and 
then it became the duty of the news- 
paper correspondents to discover the 
president's purpose before he an- 
nounced it to congress. 


The fact and purport of the first 


message was announced by the two 
republican correspondents. A lively 
young reporter, who knew that the 
two correspondents had been to the 
"white house that evening, and who, 
therefore, anticipates with gloomy 
forebodings the appearance next day 
of the second veto message in repub- 
lican journals only, awaited 
his 


doom. 


He was alone on the row, for he 


dared not go home, when a very 
drunken 
hanger-on 
of newspaper 


offices staggered in and asked him 
how much he would give for the 
president's veto message that was to 
be sent to congress the following day. 
He followed tip the question by ex- 
hibiting1 the-document. The reporter 
paid $100 for it, put it on the wire, 
and while the readers of the two 
other coirespondents were enjoying 
the abstracts which the president had 
given to his favorites, the readers of 
the 
young 
reporter's 
paper—the 


young reporter himself doubtless 
smiling at the thought of his suc- 
cessful turpitude—wore regaled \vi.h 
the message in full. 


It turned out afterward that 


president had entrusted a copy of the 
message to a bibulous friend, and 
that it had come into the possession 
of the staggering vender through 
some betting transaction over cups. 


If the whole transaction had beer 


within the knowledge of the pur- 
chaser his conduct was reprehensible, 
•but, before condemning him too se 


report of the secretary of the trea- 
sury, that year by far the more im- 
portant of the two documents. 
The 


price paid to him was said to be very 
brge. either $1,000 or $1,500, but 
whether the correspondents bribed 
the printer to perpetrate the theft or 
bought the goods after they >were 
stolen I do not know. 


It is the only instance within my 


knowledge where a newspaper cor- 
respondent trafficked with an under- 
ling- for n state secret 
State secrets 


aie almost always obtained from men 
who apparently have the right to deal 
in them; at least, it is the rule, by 
common consent, that the correspond- 
ent has the right to his news if he 
gets it from one who is rightfully 
possessed of the information, 
al- 


though on several occasions the sen- 
ate 'has pretended that it will punish 
any senator who divulges what are 
humorously and formally known as 
"'executive secrets/* 


But the senate is not serious, al- 


though among: its follies it has per- 
petrated at least one grievous in- 
justice in its efforts to appear to se- 
cure immunity for its secrets. 
This 


was the discharge 
of 
Mr* James 


Young from his place as executive 
clerk, under the pretense that he had 
disclosed senate secrets. 
3MCr. Young 


was wholly innocent, and. although 
he was himself an old correspondent, 
he had never abused his privilege in 
behalf of his own newspaper, nor 
would any other correspondent ask 
him to reveal secrets to him, 


The senators* themselves betray 


their own secrets. In mast instances, 
they do not, icR'arcl the secret as worth 
keopi:t<r; in some instances, they be- 
ieve that the public ought to be in- 
formed; in others, they want to court 
the favor of the newspaper or the - 
correspondent; and still others want 
to sound public opinion. 
It has long 


been known to the country that se- 
cret sessions of the senate are not se-. 
cret; and that the purport, sometimes 
tho very language of a treaty, is-al- 
ways known as soon as the treaty is 
rent to the senate. 
Here are two il* 


.ustrations of the truth of what J 
lay. 
One day a Massachusetts sen- 


ator made a speech in executive ses- 
sion, and after the adjournment an- 
other senator told me what his col- 
eague had said on a subject particu- 
.arly,interesting fco^Boston, 


In commenting on the subject I 


mentioned the speech. 
The Massa- 


chusetts senator took the revelation 
very much to heart, and denied in a 
public speech in the senate that he 
iiad ever -uttered the words or senti- 
ment attributed to him. 


I happened to be sitting on a sofa 


n the senate chamber talking with a 
third senator when this astonishing 
denial was made. 
Our conversation 


[md been general on the folly of se- 
cret sessions, and my friend, after 
istening- a moment to the indigna- 
tion of the Massachusetts senator, 
ihially held up a copy of the Boston 
paper in which my report was pub- 
lished, and said, scornfully; "What 


wretched farce; why, this man's 


speech is reported here as accurately 
as if the writer had actually been in 
the senate listening to it." 


Some years ago a correspondent was 


expecting, as all the correspondents 
were, the transmission to the senate 
of an important treaty. 
One morn- 


ing, as he was leaving the senate 
chamber, he encountered the secretary 
of state, who was talking with one 
cf the senators from the state of the 
man who had negotiated the treaty 
for this government. 
The secretary 


was a friend of the correspondent, 
and, as the latter attempted io pass, 
held out his hand, and, in shaking 
hands, arrested the correspondent un- 
til he had said to the senator: "Well 
our friend 
hasn't disappointed 


us."

verely, we must take into account the 
easy manner in which the "secret'* 
-was treated by the president himself, 
the pei-sou most concerned in the 
preservation of it. 
It had really 


ceased to be a secret, nnd the only 
question was as to* the nunrer in 
which the vender had come by it. 
The young reporter did not know 
that it was stolen, and it may bo that 
•he was too young and green to sus- 
pect it. 


During the same administration the 


crime of bribery or of receiving stolen 
goods was actually perpetrated by 
one or more correspondents. A print- 
er in the employ of the government 
sold to these correspondents the proof 
slips of a president's message and the 


The correspondent at once caught 


the significance of the remark, and 
the intent of the secretary, and that 
evening called on a senator, who gave 
him a copy of the treaty. 
The senate 


investigated the publication of this 
treaty, and pietended to 'believe that 
some doorkeeper, page, or messenger 
had betrayed the secret, some one, in 
short, who hadn't the means of be- 
trayal, and to whom no self-respect- 
ing correspondent would have gone. 
No senator was examined, and the 
correspondent was carefully avoided 


The most absurd conclusion of the 


matter .was the adoption of a rule, in 
pursuance of which decent doorkeep- 
ers hunt under the seats in the gal- 
leries for stray and concealed cor- 
respondents as each secret or execu- 
tive session is 'ordered. 
It is clear 


enough, I yiink, that each case must 
rest on its own merits, 
A cor- 


respondent at Washington may se- 
cure a stote secret in such a way as 
to be guilty of a grave or moral tur- 
pitude who publishes a secret which 
is merely called one, and which no 
one whose apparent duty is to guard 
it regards as such.—Boston Hernld 


Very few people realize how im- 


portant a factor noise is in the pro- 
duction of disease. 
Although not 


generally recognized, this is one of 
the principal reasons why country 
ife is more healthful than city life, 
says Health, 
Tho pioportionate ex- 


cess of disease in cities is not all due 
to defective dwellings and imperfect 
nutrition, although they are grave 
contributing causes. 
It is the cease- 


ess roar and din of a large city that 
slcwly but surely undermines the 
health. 
Apart from its baneful ef- 


fects upon the sense of -hearing itself, 
tho 
ceaseless Babel of discordant 


sounds peculiar to large cities exerts 
a disastrous influence upon the brain 
and nervous system, which may with 
certainty be catalogued as one of the 
principal causes of neurasthenia. It 
is true that the system becomes ha- 
situated to it, even as the operatives 
in a boiler factory become so accus- 
tomed to the clanging of the ham- 
mers that the cessation of work al- 
most operates as a shock; but, al- 
though the system becomes trained to 
•take no active cognizance of it, its 
demoralizing effects are ever pres- 
ent. 
When will our legislators rec- 


ognize the fact that the health of the 
community is its most valuable asset. 
and take the necessary steps to as- 
sist in preserving 
it? 
Doubtless 


there are many noises incidental to 
city life which it is impossible to 
suppress, but a very large proportion 
of them are easily preventable— for 
instance, the incessant discordant 
clanging of car gongs, 'the screeching 
and tooting of switch engines in rail- 
road yards, the rattle of heavily load- 
ed wagons over badly paved streets 
and the deafening yells of fruit ven- 
ders and newsboys. 
In London the 


city government has recently taken 
steps 
to suppress the last-named 


nuisance— a proceeding which might 
be followed with advantage in our 
own cities. 
We are led to the above 


reflections 
by 
the discharges of 


crackers that characterize the arrival 
cf the all-important Fourth, and at 
the risk of being considered deficient 
in patriotism we 
would raise the 


question whether a nation like the 
American, which leads the world in 
so many important matters, could not 
find some more reasonable method of 
expressing its jubilation than by n 
din of discordant sound emanating 
from fireworks, horns and steam 
whistles? 
The lower we descend in 


the scale of humanity, the greater we 
find the partiality for noise, and rea- 
soning from this standpoint, the pres- 
ent means employed in the celebra- 
tion of popular events is by no means 
complimentary to the boasted breed- 
ing of the nation. 
We can not avoid 


Ihe conclusion that in a nation of 
gentlemen the disease-producing din 
which is an accompaniment of pres- 
ent city life would be conspicuous by 
its absence.

INTERESTING PLACE.

The government's money mill, the I are again placed under the weight, 


bureau of engraving and printing, is "" 1 ' " * ' ' "**"" 
one of the most interesting places in 
the country. 
Visitors to Washing 


ton, hue on pleasure bent, never fail 
to include the big red brick struc- 
ture at Fourteenth and B streets 
southwest iu their sightseeing expe- 
ditions. 
The buieau had its origin 


In n s:»a31 way in the treasury build 
in-* early in the 60*s. 
The struc- 


ture which it at present occupies has 
been twice enlarged since it wns first 
occupied iti 1880. The building and 
site repiesent an outlay of $500,000, 
while the machinery and fixtures rep- 
resent another outlay of $1,000,000. 
The bureau employs 1,010 men and 
1,336 women, and expends for wages 
alone over $1,500.000 a year. 


The manufacture of notes issued by 


the government nnd by the national 
banks of the country forms the chief 
work of the bureau, but there arc also 
printed postage, customs, and in- 
ternal revenue stamps, as well as all 
the cheeks used by United States dis- 
bursing officers throughout the coun- 
try—in short, everything that is de- 
fined by law to be an obligation or 
security cf the United States. 
The 


nature of the product entails pecu- 
"iar methods of manufacture, espe- 
cially with a view toward the pre- 
vention of counterfeiting. 
The pro- 


cesses of engraving and printing em- 
ployed are -those which are mos^ 
difficult to imitate, and Die most 
skilled engravers and printers aro 
secured. 


Inside the walls of the bureau of 


engraving and printing, paper, a^ 
well as time, is money. 
That is t« 


say, the peculiar paper used for print- 
ng notes of the various denomina- 
;ions is assessed at the value of those 
totes while the sheets are yet per- 
fectly blank. 
This paper is dis- 


tinctive, and is made only for the 
government of the United States. The 
distinctive feature of the note pa- 
per, known as fibre paper, it its dou- 
ble lines of distributed silk fibre on 
the back of the- notes about two in- 
cues from each end. 
This fibre can 


be easily seen. 
The distinguishing 


mark of the paper for internal reve- 
nue and postage stamps is a water- 
mark in the paper of the letters UIL 
5. I.' R.M for the first and "U. S. P. 
;.'' for the second. 
All paper used 


n the bureau is manufactured upon 
the order of the secretary of the 
treasury, and is held in the custody 
of the chief of the division of loans 
and currency of his office. 
It can 


only be obtained by the bureau upon 
a lequisition setting forth the class, 
denomination and value of the secur- 
ty to be printed thereon, and is 
chxxrgcd to the bureau tit the full face 
value which can be so pdruted. 
Every particle of the precious paper 
must be accounted -for or the face 
value charged against the bureau 
must be paid in money. 


When the issue of -a new security 


has been determined upon by tho 
government the matter of the design 
and the mechanical execution of tho 
work is submitted to tho officials of 
the bureau of engraving and print- 
ing. 
The design is usually, as in 


the case 
(of the Pan-American stamp 


issues, for instance, entrusted to thr, 
ihiof engraver, who makes a mode] 
.nd submits it to the criticism of 
;he higher officials. 
This model is 


:hen modified in accordance with the 
suggestions received from those to 
whom it is submitted, and is finally 
ppioved by the 
secretary of the 


rensury. 
The approved design is 


hen placed in the hands of the cn- 


for the execution of their, 


esnective lines of work—that is. vig- 
nettes, titles, and ornamentation, 
When the plates 
are finished and 


eady for printing, they are, together 
with all the dies and rolls ma'de by 
the bureau, placed in Charge of an 
fficer especially appointed by the 
secretary of the treasury, known as 
;he custodian of dies, rolls and plates, 
They are held by this official in -burg- 
ar and fire proof vaults, and are only 
.ssued when the secretary of tho 
treasury makes an order to print a 
certain definite number of impres- 
sions from them. 
In each event a 


copy of the order is forwarded to the 
custodian. 


When the paper and dies are re- 


quired by the bureau, the necessary 
orders are issued from the authorities 
of the treasury, approved, of course, 
by the secretary. 
The paper is first 


transferred from the treasury build- 
ing to the bureau, checked with the 
requisition and counted to determine 
the actual number of sheets. 


It is then prepared in the wetting 


division for printing toy being- count- 
ed into sections of from ten to twen- 
ty sheets each, these sections being 
subsequently 
placed between 
wet 


cloths and put under heavy weights 
to distribute the moisture from the 
cloths evenly 
through the paper, 


When this has progressed to a cer- 
tain point the weights are taken off 


as before, and after remaining- thus 
for several hours the paper is re- 
moved from the wet cloths, counted, 
and stacked ready for issue to the 
printers. A requisition is then made 
upon rhe keeper of the dies, rolls 
and plates for the necessary plates. 
These are delivered to and receipted 
for-by the representative of-the print- 
ing: division of the bureau. 


The printers receive their respec- 


tive assignments from the chief of 
the printing division. Each is given 
an order which entitles him to receive 
tho necessary plate, and his assist-* 
ant the necessary paper in the quan- 
tity he may determine for his d'ay's 
work. 
The paper must be counted 


immediately upon receipt, as would 
money paid nt a bank, and n receipt 
must be given. The printer and his 
assistant are now 
responsible 
for 


plate and paper. 


Attached to each printing press is 


an automatic device which records 
each impression printed. During -the 
day the impressions, 
as they arc 


completed in hundreds, are taken- to 
the examining division of the bur- 
eau, where they 
are counted, 
and 


placedd in the racks of 'the cii-y- 
room. 
The pi-inter receives a 


receipt for the numberof impressions 
dedHvered by him. 


There is not the slightest oppor- 


tunity for a leakage in this vast es- 
tablishment. 
There is money, mon- 


ey everywhere, but not a cent to take. 
Toward the 
close of the 
day tiho 


printer is required to return his plat? 
and the paper which lie may have 
left over and which 
is credited to 


him on the books 'of the wetting di- 
vision. A comparison is then made 
of the number of impressions charg- 
ed to the printer in the wetting di- 
vision with the number of inipress- 
ons recorded on the register of his 
press, and the number of impress- 
ons delivered by him to the exam- 
ning division. These three accounts 
must agree, and, when it is defter- 
mined that that they do, the printer 
nnd his assistants are relieved from 
further responsibility, and Uhe em- 
ployes of these divisions 
ai*e dis- 


missed for the day upon a given sig- 
nal. 


The freshly printed 


remain in the drying room secure1y. 
locked during the night. 
In tho 


morning they are submitted to the 
inspector of expert examiners and are 
carefully scrutinized for 
imperfec- 


tions in printing1. 
It should 'be re- 


marked 
that but 
one side (the 


back) of the notes lias, so (far, been 
printed upon the sheets. The sec- 
ond, 
or face, printing is then made 


tho sheets being submitted 
to the 


same process as 
employed in the 


first impression. 
In -the successive 


wettings to which the sheets are sub- 
jected a considerable portion of tho 
sizing originally placed in Vhe pa- 
per is removed. To remedy this- de- 
fect, which involves lack of durabil- 
ity in 
the wear 
of the finished 


note, it has been found desirable to 
replace this sizing. To accomplish 
this the sheets are passed through 
a bath of paper sizing at a tempera- 
ture of 135 degrees, by which they 
•become thoroughly 
saturated with 


tho sizing. They are then 
locked 


up again over night in 
specially 


prepared iron safes whore the sizing 
is fully absorbed into the fibre of 
the paper, and the next morning they 
are placed in the drying- room and 
thoroug-hly dried* They 
are next 


>laced, four sheets back to back, be- 
ween the smooth press 'boards and 
submitted to a pressure of 5,000 
pounds to the square inch. They arc 
lien delivered to the numbering 
division, where the edges of the 
iheets are trimmed and they receive 
he blue numbers at the lower left- 
liand and upper right-hand corners. 
This is done by special numbering 
machines designed by employes of 
the bureau. 


After an examination to determine 


the accuracy of the numbering, tlio 
iheets are made up into packages of 
1,000, and delivered to tho Treasurer 
of the "United States, when the bluo 
seal is imprinted upon them. The 
sheets are then cut up into single 
riotes, which in due course of time 
find their way to the just and the 
unjust alike.

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SHORTHAND IS ANCIENT 


Its TJse Dates Back Before the 


Invention 
of 
tinting—A 


Textbood Apepared in 1780, 


••••**»•«••**••*••*•»»••• 


Once regarded as little short of 


witchcraft or sorcery, shorthand has 
now become so common and matter- 
of-fact an element in our daily con- 
tact with business and mercantile af- 
fairs that it is all but unnoticed and 
unnoted. 
To those who sec its al- 


most universal use today, and know 
little or nothing of its origin nnd 
growth, and to those who associate it 
entirely with its present utilitarian 
surroundings of the business 
office 


or the court room, it may be surpris- 
ing to learn that, unlike its present 
sister nnd dependent occupation of 
typewriting, and those other hnpor 
tant 
time-saving inventions, the 


telephone, 
the telegraph and fast 


mail, it is not'a child of the century 
just passed, but dates back in its ap- 
plication to the English language al- 
most to the invention of piintin 
itself, while in its earlier use iu 
Greek and Roman civilization it ante 
dates even the Christian eia. 
But 


&o it is, and by its means have been 
preserved to us the matchless elo- 
quence of the Roman tribune and 
forum, alike with the brilliant ora- 
tory of Burke and Pitt and Fox. and 
the masterpieces of Webster and Clay 
and Phillips and Garrison. 


While there is probably that un- 


published systems of **characterie,' 
resembling the Roman stenographic 
'•notae," were used to some extent 
by the monkish literateurs of the 
early and middle periods of English 
history, the first known 
published 


system was that of Timothe Bright 
A worthy doctor of "phisike" and 
divinity of the later Elizabethan 
period. His little book appeared in 
1588, and was entitled, "Characterie 
an Art of Shorte. Swifte and Secrete 
Writing by Character." It was dedi- 
cated (by permission) to the Virgin 
Queen, and was clearly a book of 
great labor and research. 
It con- 


tained the germ, the idea, of swift 
writing, but beyond that was prac 
tically useless, as its great complex 
ity would make its mastery the work 
of a lifetime, while it could scarcely 
be used for any exact requirements 
since each character stood for al 
words of the same meaning and ap 
plication. 


Inspired doubtless by his example 


the first real alphabetical shorthand 
system soon made its appeai^ance, ii 
1602. being the work of John Willis 
upon which nearly all the systems 
appearing during the next 200 years 
were largely based, either in the ac 
tual signs themselves or in the 
theory of execution. Sixteen yeai 
later a namesake, but so far as I cai 
learn net a relative, Edmund Willis 
produced a shorthand system whicl 
immediately rivaled that of the elder 
V/illis in popularity. 
These systems 


went through a number of editions 
and were quite widely used by cler 
gymen and literary men, especially 
dm ing- the periods of religious intol- 
erance and persecution, when system* 
of secret writing were a practical ne 
ccssitv. 


I have investigated patiently, bn 


with no success as yet, to asccrcon 
whether any of the famous band 
which 
landed at 
Plymouth Horfc 


nearly 300 years ago used shorthand 
It would not be strange if some o 
them did, however, because 
they 


were made up of the very class 
among which shorthand found 
it- 


first converts and users. Indeed, the 
earliest known use of shorthand ii 
New England dates back to withir 
about half a dozen years of the set 
tlcmcnt of the old colony by the Pil- 
grims. 
Shorthand manuscripts an 


still preserved by our libraries, his 
torical associations, otc.. which wer» 
written as eaily as 1031, and 
th< 


writer has recently had loaned to 
him a dairy written in shorthand ex 
tending over a period of fiom abou 


16GO 
to 1690. 


It is an interesting fact that ir 


spite of the alleged great improve 
menls in shorthand during the pas 
sixty years, the ancient system o: 
Ourney is still used ir. reporting the 
British parliament, and the work has 
been done ever since the days of the 
elder Gumey by members of his im- 
mediate family and their descend- 
ants. 


A number of shorthand works ap 


penred during the next twenty yem- 
in Philadelphia, Albany and New 
York, but as they are outside the 
scope of this article I will only say 
that with one exception (the system 
of Thomas Lloyd, the first reporter 
of congress) they were all reprints 01 
English systems. 


In 1809 was printed the first 


England shorthand work. 
It was 


an anonymous adaptation of the fa 
xnous English system of Samuel Tay- 
lor, and was a little pamphlet of six- 
teen pages and four plates. Copie 
of this work may be seen in the Bos- 
ton public library and the library 
of Harvard college. 
From that time 


on New England has been a center ot 
shorthand activity. A check list of 
shorthand publications published in 
New England or by New England 
authors, recently prepared by Julius 
Ensign Rockwell, of Washington, IX 
C., the well known shorthand biblio- 
phile, contains about 300 titles, 


there are very probably others. Mr, 
Rockwell, 'by the way, is of a good 
Id New England family, was born 
in Massachusetts, is the namesake of 
our 
distinguished 
jurist, 
Judge 


Julius Rockwell, and is a son of the 
late Henry Ensign Rockwell, 
who 


eft New England to become one of 
the first official 
reporters 
of the 


"United States senate. He is also a 
Drother of Col. Horace T. Rockwell, 
of this city, once a noted iJioithnivl 
reporter, and now still more noted in 
other lines. 


Many volumes of sermons written 


or reported in shorthand in the sev- 
enteenth and eighteenth centuries 
still exist, the earliest of such being 
in the Springfield public Hbraiy. l»c 


shorthand xeports by Major John 


Pynchon, son of the founder of 
Springfield, of the sennons of Rev. 
George Moxon. fust pastor of tLat 
town, written 1G37 to 1G39. 


The writet has an interesting1 note 


book dating back to 17G7, in which 
Jacob Gushing, of Hingh.im, Mass . 
lecoided in shorthand the sermons o? 
the pood old oithodox parsons of 
those days. The manusci ipt is tho 
property of Mrs. W. J. Newcomb, o 
of the descendants of 'Squiie Cus:i- 


g;, who was m his clav a mm of 


importance m Hingluun, being mag 
Ktiate imdei the king, and selecc- 
man nnd representative.

Notwithstanding the quite commor 


use of shorthand in this countr/ he- 
fore and during revolutionary times 
no text book or work on short-hind 
appeared here until 1789, the yea:- of 
Washing-ton's 
first 
inauguration 


Previous to this time about 200 
''systems" of shorthand had .appearet 
in England, and the American piac 
titioners wrote either some one o: 
these systems or adapted or orig 
mated unpublished systems of thei: 
own. One of the most interesting o 
these semi-original systems is tha 
of Captain Dow, and another is th? 
of Nicholas King, the cartographprh 
whose maps of early American citie 
and districts are still authorities u 
many respects, notably his fine map 
of Washington city, drawn in t 
latter part of the eighteenth 
cen 


tury. Mrs. Margaret Deland, of tin- 
city, is a collateral descendant, I be 
lieve, of Mr. King. 


In 1789 the first shorthand book 


published in this country appeared ir 
Philadelphia.—Boston Transcript.

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CURIOUS BURIAL GROUND 


The Old Cemetery in Havana is 


Rarely Visited By Strangers 
in That City. 


(Washington Times.) 


Behind the leper hospital, in the 


San Lazaro district of the citv of 
Havana, there lies an old cemetery. 
Few of the many visitors to that city 
know that there is such a place; still 
fewer ever pass beneath 
its vine- 


covered portal. Thousands visit the 
Colon cemetery, with its massive 
gateway and its beautiful monu- 
ments; not one in a thousand sees 
that city of the dead which was es- 
tablished by Bishop Juan de Espadf* 
in 1805. 
For twenty-five years it 


has stood unused for burial purposes* 


In old Roman clays, in tho time of 


the funeral pyre, it was customary 
to gather the ashes of the inciuer.ucd 
dead and place them in funeral urns. 
These were sealed and deposited in 
niches in the walls of special build- 
ings or enclosures, to which was ap- 
plied the nime of columbaria, for tho 
reason that their appearance sug- 
gested a dovecote. The general idea 
of the columbaria has been preserved 
nnd, though unusual* is far from 
unique. 
The more modern system 


dispenses with the burning, and de- 
posits the coffined bodies in niches 
only different 
from 
those of the 


Roman days, essentially, in their 
size. 
This is the system of the 


Espnda cemetery in Havana. 


The opening of a strongly locked 


and heavily barred iron gateway 
gives passage into a high-walled en- 
closure of some three or four acres in 
extent. 
Neither 
monument 
nor 


standing tombstone breaks its lint 
and grassy area. 
A grass-grown 


pathway leads straight across the 
plot to the mortuary chapel upon it: 
northern side. 
All around are the 


walls, four to five yards in height, 
showing four tiers of round-topped 
niches, some open and some closed 
and sealed. 
Midway the 
western 


wall, a gateway opens upon n second 
enclosure of similar area to the first, 
though of different arrangement. A 
brick-paved walkway crosses it from 
the east to west, bisecting a scries of 
interior walls which extend through 
its greater length. If my memory 
serves me, there are six of these 
structures, alternately open and arch 
ing the pathway. Here, too. the sur- 
rounding walls and the interior struc- 
tures show till* four rows of niches. 
A little counting and a rough calcu- 
lation gave the total number in both 
enclosures at about 12.000. 


The ground immediately around 


the chapel, in the outer yard, is 
largely occupied by the horizontal 
slabs which mark the resting place 
of those whose rank, wealth or in- 
fluence fhas secured for them a spec- 
ial interment. Here lies 'the body of 
a bishop, and there lies one whose 
coronetted cent of arms, carved in re- 
lief on the marble, indicates a strain 
of royal blood. Many of the stones 
are broken, all are weather-stained, 
bordered with untrimmed grass and 
woods. For the graves of ni*any who 
lie here there is no one to care. Of 
Spanish birth, their friends and kin- 
tlrede have returned to their homc-3 
across the sea. 


Many 
o-f the wall niches stand 


empty by reason of an established 
custom, prevalent in these countries, 
of renting burial space for a time 
only. Art the expiration of that time, 
the bones are removed to a large un- 
covered receptacle along the southern 
wall ,whcre they constitute a ghastly 
3ieap, seen only from the top of the 
wall. The vacated space may then 
be filled ,by succeeding tenants, or 
by one whose payment insures repose 
so long as the place continues as a 
burial ground. In some of these now 
vacant niches beds of dried grass nnd 
discarded clothing Indicate their uso 
by the living. There is no doubt that 
many of them were occupied as sleep- 
ing places during the days of the re* 
construction, under Weyler. 


Marble tablets, often exquisitely 


carved, seal the openings 
of' the 


niches, -taking the place of the now 
more * generally used 
mausoleums, 


monuments and headstones. 
Here 


and there some wreath of other floral 
memento, attached to the 
tablet, 


shows that, even after & quarter of a 
century of sleep-in this unused bur- 
ial ground, some dead are lovingly 
nnd actively remembered. 
Here and 


there an English name appears, but 
they aro very few. 


In one of the walls in the western 


section a niche is shown in which 
once lay the body of a man who, in 
his life, had greviously offended a 
group of students in the University 
of Havana. After his burial some 
of these students manifested their 
bitterness by the fbolisfli prank if 
desecrcting the tablet which sealed 
the tomb of their enemy* They were 
caught and sentenced to death. 
A* 


tablet on the face of a building near 
La Punta. in HDavana, states that 
they were there executed, shot by the 
bullets of Spanish soldiery. Today 
one of the special sights of Havana is 
the beautiful students' monument in 
the Colon cemetery, and the anniver- 
sary of their death is a public holi- 
day. -

DICKENS* 'LOVE FOR QUEEN. 


There is nn extraordinary letter in 


some private archives, written by 
Charles Dickens in a joking mood, 
in which the novelist reveals him- 
self in a remarkable light. He was, 
to use his own words, "raving with 
lovo for the queen with a hopeless 
passion whose extent no tongue can 
tell, nor mind of nnn conceive." The 
"unhappy attachment/' Dickens as 
sorted, made him very 
miserable, 


and writing seemed to be quite out 
of the question for the future. 
It 


seems to have been some consola- 
tion to Dickens in the grief which 
he pretended was consuming him. 
that the queen read 'his books, ana 
ho wrote to his friend that when he 
died he wished to "be embalmed anu 
to be kept on the top of a triumph?.! 
arch at Buckingham palace when the 
queen was in town, or on a turret of 
the Round tswer ^hen she was at 
Windsor! 


The letter in which Dickens playpu 


with this fanciful love for the queen 
was one of the strangest of all the 
letters that came from his pan. One 
of his friends was afflicted as hope- 
lessly as ho himself, the 
novelist 


wrote, nnd he told how the two of 
them 
sallied 
down to Windsor, 


prowled about the castle, saw the 
coiridor and their private rooms- 
nay, the very bedchamber (which we 
know from having been there twice), 
lighted up with such a ruddy, home- 
ly, brilliant glow, 
bespeaking so 


much bliss and happiness that I, your 
humble 
servant, lay down in the 


mucl at the top of the long walk, 
and refused all comfort, to the im 
mctsurmblG astonishment of a few 
straggnng passengers who had sur- 
vived the drunkenness of the pre- 
vious night." After perpetrating 
other extravagances, added Dickens, 
ho went home, wearing a marriage 
medal next his heart and a pocket 
full of portraits which he wept ove: 
in secret.—St. James* Budget.

vention that, by tho USP of a novel 
compound of iron for tho positive 
pole, nnd a negative pole of finely 
divided nickel 
and 
graphite, the 


weight of the stoiagc battery has 
been reduced to less than one-third, 
and the time for charging reduced 
to one-half, nnd the rapid deteriora- 
tion now incident to tho use of lend 
cells practically dene away with. 


The new battery, it is claimed, wih 


drive a car or automobile a hundred 
miles with but a single charge, in- 
stead of thirty miles, as do those now 
in use. It will soon make electric 
motors much cheaper than horses 
for all manner of hauling. Mr. Edi- 
fon promises that its ch&apness will 
make it popular nnd within reach of 
all. That practical man of science, 
Professor Gairett 
P. Serviss, who 


has made an intimate study of tae 
new storage battery, endorses the 
opiniDn of the inventor that it v/i!i 
take the placo of the trolley, the loco- 
motive and the horse.—Success.

thing that gave moisture, -but hi 
thirst seemed to be an evar*incrcasing 
one. 
He could think of nothing but 


water. 


Finally, as his sticngth gave way, 


pleasant 
dreams 
began 
to 
flit 


through his mind. 
Ho fancied ho 


saw Niagara falls and the vastnes; 
of the great river that flows away 
over the rapids below them. 
Then 


he seemed to face the broad expanse 
of a great fresh 
water lake. 
He 


could not see across it. It looked so 
cool and refreshing he could not re- 
strain himself and waded into it clear 
up tto his neck. Theu he fancied that 
he could feel the fish cavorting about 
his feet and eveiything seemed so 
peaceful. 
He was perfectly happy 


and contented; did not know whether 
he was alive or dead, 
and did not 


care. 


About a week later, when he re- 


covered consciousness, he found him- 
self in the camp of some cattlemen, 
who had found him some hours after 
he had lost track of himself. 
His 


lips were swollen and full of cactus 
thorns where he had chewed up the 
prickly pear in his desperate thirst. 
The cattlemen said that when they 
found him he was 
stark 
naked, 


doubtless 
having 
disrobed 
and 


thrown his clothes away when ho 
fancied he was going down into the 
lake. 
His fingers were 
raw and 


bleeding from wounds made while 
digging in the sand for water. 


He says that the agony that comes 


over one when he first begins to

But when 
the body gives up the struggle the 
mind seems to become unnaturally 
active 
in its efforts 
to stoothe by

MANY USES FOR LEATHER.

quicker than those of an iron wheel, 
but as a matter of fact they do not 
break, and 
a rawhide pinion will 


wear ns long ns an iron pinion, if not 
longer. 


"Such pinions aic made of many 


layers of rawhide pressed solidly to- 
gether 
and 
bolted through 
and 


thiough to metal plates placed on the 
sides. The teeth cut across tho face, 
of the wheel thus formed 
are, of 


course, each composed of many layers 
of the thoroughly compacted lawludc 
standing edgewise. 


"Rawhide 
pinions are 
used for 


many purposes. 
One of their great 


advantages is found in their noise- 
Icssness. They are used in machine 
shops against iron gear, 
so as to 


make less noise; they are used for 
motor pinions on street railway cars, 
and so on. 


"Another rather 
curious 
though 


now some who t common use for raw- 
hide is in the making of mauls and 
mallets having heads of rawhide, and 
hide-faced hammers. These are put 
to a great variety of uses, 
as for 


pounding on dies and punches and on 
polished metal surfaces. 


"Rawhide is used for bell cord in 


street cars, for all manner of straps 
and for shoe and boot laces. It is 
used in the manufacture of artificial 
limbs, and for trunk handles and for 
trunk binding, 
for 
washers, 
for 


many sorts of harness and saddlery 
goods, and for whips and lariats, and 
not the least of its uses is in the 
manufacture of various kinds and all 
sizes of belting."—New York Sun.

STATE SECRETS. 


HOW IMPORTANT OFFICIAL DOCUMENTS SOMETIMES 
GET 


INTO THE PUBLIC PKINT. 


A vice president of the last gen 


eratioii was the gossip of Newspapt 
Row, 
Nearly every evening he mad 


n call on one or more of his favorit 
correspondents, and occasionally 
state secret was revealed in the cor 
versation. Once in a while the lea 
•was inadvertent, and the vice pros: 
dent was embarrassed by the suhsf 
quent.publication. 


One evening he carried with him 


bundle of papers, and after he hit. 
taken his departure the corresponner. 
on whom he had called dtscovave< 
that the old gentleman had ilroupei 
a printed pamphlet, on the top of th 
first page of which were the word- 
"secret and confidential." 


It is impossible to discuss the dnti 


of the correspondent under these ch 
cumstances. 
There is no issue in 


volved. There is no doubt that in 
should have carried the paper, whicl 
was a proposed treaty of the first im- 
portance, to the vice president; al 
least, not to im pose an impossible 
task, he should have satisfied him- 
self as to the intention of the vie* 
president. 
He 
might 
thus have 


cheaply secured a balm for a some- 
what indurated conscience. But 
IIE 


published the treaty, was roundly 
praised for his "beat." and flourished 
in consequence of it. The only ad- 
mirable thing1 which he did in the 
premises was to return the paper in 
such a manner that the vice presi- 
dent, if he did not really intend to 
drop it out of his bundle, did not 
know -that lie had lost it. 
As it 


turned out afterward, it was well 
thai he had his copy, for the senate 
made an inquiry, and tho vice presi- 
dent was able to prove that his was 
not missing. 


Mr. Il.iyes was vciy free wilh sl.ito 


Kecrets, and here comes an easier 
question. It was his custom during 
the political session of 1879 to send 
for two correspondents, the represen- 
-tativps nf lead-ing republican news- 
papers, on the eve of'a veto message, 
and to tell them of his purpose and of 
the line of his reasoning1. 
It will 


be recalled by those who were on 
earth at that time that an extra ses- 
sion was made necessary by the fail- 
ure of congress to pass some of tho 
general appropriation bills at the 
regular session. 


The 
democrats 
controlled boi.li 


houses, and they added to the army 
ami sundry civil bills riders, in one 
instance forbidding the employment 
of troops at the polls, and in the 
other repealing the law authorizing 
the employment 
of deputy United 


States marshals to aid in enforcing 
the federal elections law. The politi- 
cal world was in a ferment of ex- 
citement, and was eagerly guessing 
at the president's intentions. 
The 


appropriation bills went to him. and 
then it became the duty of the news- 
paper correspondents to discover the 
president's purpose before he an- 
nounced it to congress. 


The fact and purport of the first 


message was announced by the two 
republican correspondents. A lively 
young reporter, who knew that the 
two correspondents had been to the 
white house that evening, and who, 
therefore, anticipatea with gloomy 
forebodings the appearance next day 
of the second veto message in repub- 
lican journals 
only, awaited 
his 


doom. 


He was alone on the row, for he 


dared not go home, when a very 
drunken 
hanger-on 
of newspaper 


offices staggered in and asked him 
how much he would give for the 
president's veto message that was to 
be sent to congress the following day. 
He followed up the question by ex- 
hibiting the-docunient. The reporter 
paid $100 for it, put it on the wire. 
and while the readers of the two 
other correspondents were enjoying 
the abstracts which the president had 
given to his favorites, the readers of 
the 
young 
reporter's 
paper—the 


young 
reporter 
himself 
doubtless 


smiling at the thought of his suc- 
cessful turpitude—were regaled wi.ii 
the message in full. 


It turned out afterward that ih- 


president had untrusterl a copy of the 
message to a bibulous friend, and 
that it had come into the possession 
of the staggering vender through. 
twine betting transaction over cups. 


If the whole transaction had been 


within the knowledge of the pur- 
chaser his conduct was reprehensible, 
•but, before condemning him too se- 
verely, we must take into account the 
easy manner in which the "secret' 
-was treated by the president himself, 
the person most concerned in the 
preservation of it. 
It had really 


ceased to be a secret, nnd the only 
question was as to' the nuiu'er ii 
which the vender had come by it 
The young reporter did not 
know 


that it was stolen, and it may ba that 
.he was too young and green to SMS 
pect it. 


During the same administration tin 


crime o£ bribery or of receiving stolei 
goods was actually perpetrated, b; 
one or more-correspondents. A print 
or In the employ of the grovernmen 
sold to thcso correspondents the proo 
slips of a president's message and thi 


report of the secretary of the trea 
sury, lh.it year by Jar the more im 
portant of the two documents.

price paid to him was said to be ver> 
large, either $1,000 or $1,500, bu 
whether the correspondents bribet 
the printer to perpetrate the theft o:

It is the only instance within my 


knowledge where a newspaper cor- 
respondent trafficked with an under- 
ling for n state secret. 
State secrets 


.11 e almost always obtained from men 
who apparently have the right to dea 
in them; at least, it is the rule, by 
common coiisem, that the correspond- 
ent has the right to his news if he 


s it from one who is rightfully 


possessed 
of the information, 
al- 


though on several occasions the sen- 
ate 'has pretended that it will punish 
any senator who divulges what are 
humorously and formally known as 
'executive secrets." 
But the senate is not serious, al- 


though among its follies it has per- 
petrated at least one grievous in- 
ustice in its efforts to appear to se- 
cure immunity for its secrets. 
This 


vns the discharge 
o£ 
Mr. James 


Young from his place as executive 
clerk, under the pretense that he had 
lisclcssd senate secrets.

ono of the most inheres ting places ii 
the country. 
Visitors to Washing- 


ton, heie on- pleasure bent, never fai 
to include tho big red brick strnc 
ture at Fourteenth 
and B street 


southwest in their sightseeing ex pi; 
ditions. 
The bureau had its origii 


in a small way in the treasury build- 


• early in the GO's. 
The struc- 


ture which it at present occupies has 
been .twice enlarged since it was firsl 
occupied in 1880. 
The building and 


sii-e represent an outlay of $r>OU,000 
while the machinery and fixtures rep- 
resent another outlay of $1.000,000. 
The bureau employs 1,010 men and 
1.33G women, and expends for wages 
alone over $1,500,000 a year. 


The manufacture of notes issued by 


the government and by the national 
jaiiks of the country forms the chief 
work of the bureau, -but there are also 
printed postage, customs, and

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CURIOUS BURIAL GROUND; 


The Old Cemetery in Havana is ' 


R;irely Visited By Strangers | 
in Thnt City. 
[ 


(Washington Times.) 


Behind the leper hospi tal, in 


San Lazaro district of t-he city 
Havana, there lies .111 old cometc 
Few of tlie many visitors to that c 
know thnt there is such a place; s 
fewer ever pass beneath 
its vi 


covered portal. Thousands visit 
Colon cemetery, with its massive 
gateway 
and its beautiful mom 


mcnts; not one iu a thousand set 
that city of the dead which was c; 
tnblishecl -by Bishop Juan dc Espad 
in 1805. 
For twenty-five years it 


has stood unused for burial purposes 


In old Roman dnvs, in tho time ol 


the funeral pyre, it was customnry 
to gather the fishes of the incinerated 
dend and place them in funeral urns 
These were sealed and deposited ii 
niches in the walls of special build 
ings or enclosures, to which was ap- 
plied the name of columbaria, for tli 
reason that bheir appearance sug 
gested a dovecote. The general ide 
of the columbaria has been preserve 
and, though umisu.il, is far 
froi 


unique. 
Tim more modern syste: 


dispenses with the burning-, and clt 
posits the coffined bodies in nichf

The opening of a strongly loclic 


and heavily barred 
iron gateway 


gives- passage into a high-walled cu 
closure of ?ome three or -four acres ii 
extent. 
Neither 
monument 
no 


standing tombstone breaks its 
fin 


nnd grassy area. 
A grass-growl 


pathway leads straight across th 
plot to the mortuary chapel upon its 
northern side. 
All around are th 


walls, four to five yards iu height 
showing four tiers of round-topped 
niclies, some open find some closer' 
and sealed. 
Midway 
the weateri 


•wall, a gateway opens upon a secont 
enclosure of similar area to the first 
though of different arrangement. A 
brick-paved walkway crosses it from 
the east to west, bisecting a scries ol 
interior walls which extend through 
it.*! greater length. If my memory 
serves me, there are si* of these 
structures, alternately open and arch- 
ing the pathway. Here. too. the sur- 
rounding walls nnd the'interior struc- 
tures show t'hi four rows of niches 
A little counting nnd a rough calcu- 
lation gave the total number in both 
enclosures at. about 12.000. 


The ground immediately around 


the chapel, in ihe outer yard, ii 
largely occupied by the horizontal 
slabs which mark the resting place 
of 'those whose rank, wealth _ _ ... 
fluence lias secured for them a spec- 
ial interment. Here lies 'the body ol 
a bishop, and there lies one whoo< 
coronettcd cent of arms, carved in re 
Hc-f 011 tllic marble, indicates n strain 
of royal 'blood. Many of the stones 
are broken, all arc weather-stained. 
bordered with untrimmed grass ami 
weeds. For the graves of many who 
lie liere there is no one to care. Of 
Spanish birth, their friends and kin- 
drede have returned to their homes 
across the sea. 


Many of the. wall niches stand 


empty by reason of an established 
custom, prevalent in these countries. 
of renting burial space for n time 
only. 
Ait the expiration of that time, 


the bones are removed to a large un- 
covered receptacle along the sou then 
wall .where they constitute a ghastly 
heap, seen only from tho top of tilie 
wall. The vacated space may thcu 
be filled by succeeding tenants, or 
by one whose payment insures repose 
so long as the place continues as n 
burial ground. In some of these now 
vacant niches beds of dried grass and 
discarded clothing -indicate 'their 11 so 
by the living. There is no doubt that 
many of them were occupied as sleep- 
ing places during the days of the re- 
construction, under Weyler. 


Marble tablets, often exquisitely 


carved, seal the openings 
o f " the 


niches, -taking the place of the now 
more,- generally 
used 
mausoleums, 


monuments and headstones. 
Here 


nnd there some wreath of other floral 
memento, attached to the 
tablet, 


shows that, even after a. quarter of a, 
century of- sleep*;in tihis unused bur- 
ial ground, some dead are lovingly 
nnd actively remembered. 
Here and 


there an English name appears, but 
they arc very. few. 


In one of the walls in the western 


section a niche is shown in which 
once lay the body of a man who, in 
his life, had previously offended a 
group of students in the University 
of Havana. After his burial some 
of these students 
manifested their 


bitterness by the foolish 'prank 
of 


desecrating the tablet which sealed 
the tomb of their enemy. They were 
caught nnd sentenced to death. 
A- 


tablet on the face o-f a building' near 
La Punt A, in Havana, states that 
they were there executed, shot by the 
bullets of Spanish soldiery. Today 
one of the special sights of Havana is 
the beautiful students' monuKwit hi 
the Colon cemetery, and the anniver- 
sary of their death is n public holi- 
day. •' 
.', 


Deprived of the revenue which it' 


formerly received from the govern- 
ment, the Roman Catholic church in: 


Cuba is somewhat straightened fin- 
ancially. 
Tlie Espada cemetery is 


church property, and it is probable 
that ere long u will bo placed on the 
market for sale. The niched walls 
will give place to modern structures 
and the living will walk where the 
dead hnve lain.

Charles Dickens in a joking moorl. 
in which the novelist reveals him- 
self in a remarks We light. 
He was, 


to use his own words, "raving-, wit I

lovo for the queen with a hopeless 
passion whose extent no tongue en 
tell, nor mind of man conceive." The 
"unhappy attachment,'' Dickens as 
sertcd, mado him very 
miserable, 


and writing- soemed to 'be quite nut 
of tho question for the future. 
It 


?e°ms ro have, been some consola- 
tion to Dickens in tlie griff which 
he pretended was consuming him, 
that the queen re .id ;his books, and 
he wrote to' his friend that when lie 
died he .wished to 1;e embalmed and 
to be kept on the top of a triumplnl 
arch at Buckingham palace when the 
c-uc'Oii was in town, or on a 'turret ol 
the Round tc-wcr when she was 
Windsor! 


Tlie letter in which Dickens playfic 


with this fanciful 'love 'for the queen 
was one of the strang-cst of all tiia 
letters that came from his pan. 
Onf 


of his frien'ds was afflicted as hope- 
lessly as ho himself, the 
novelist 


wrote, and he told how tlie two of 
them 
sallied 
down 
to 
"Windsor, 


prowled a'ljout the castle, saw the 
corridor and their private rooms- 
nay, the very bedchamber (which we 
know from having- been there twice) 
lighted, up with such a ruddy, home- 
ly, brilliant glow, 
bespeaking 


much bliss and happiness that I, youi 
humble 
servant, Jay down in tin 


mud al the top of the long waltc. 
and refused all comfort, to the im 
mcasur-Tible -astonishment of a fev, 
straggling1 passengers who ha'd sur- 
vived tlie drunkenness of the pre- 
vious night." 
After 
perpetrating 


other extravagances, added Dickens, 
he- went home, wearing a marriage 
mednl next his heart and a pocket 
full of portraits which he wept ovei 
in secret.—St. James' Budget.

hide," said a man who handles such! 
articles in his business, "is the raw- 
hide pinion, or cogwheel. You mig-hJ 
think that the teeth of such a wheel' 
would break 
down and 
wear oft' 


quicker than thoso of an iron wheel,' 
but ui; a matter of fact they do not 
break, and 
a 
rawhide pinion will 


wear ns long as an iron pinion, if not 
longer. 


"Such pinions are made of many 


layers of rawhide pressed solidly to- 
gether 
and 
bolted 
through 
and 


through to metal plates placed on the 
sides. 
The teeth cut across tho face 


of the wheel thus formed 
are, of 


course, each composed of many layers 
of the thoroughly compacted rawhida 
standing edgewise. 


''Rawhide 
pinions are 
used for 


nany purposes. 
One of their great 


advantages is found in their iioisc- 
cs-mess. 
T3iey are used in machine 


shops against iron gear, 
so as to 


make less noise; they arc used for 
motor pinions on street railway cars, 
and so on. 


Another rather 
curious

now somewhat common use for raw- 
hide is in the making of mauls and 
mall&ts having heads of rawhide, and 
hide-faced hammers. 
These are put 


to a great variety of uses, 
as for 


pounding on dies and punches and on 
polished metal surfaces. 


Rawhide is usetl for bell cord in 


street cars, for all manner of straps 
and for shoe and boot laces. 
It is 


used in the manufacture of artificial 
limbs, and for trunk handles and for

washers,

majiy sorts of harness and saddlery 
joods. and for wlnps and lariats, and

As the greatest of the re- 
publics he had caused to vise from 
the ashes of colonial misery, torn 
with internal strife caused by the 
opposition to his ideas of centralized 
power, parted above his grave with 
liis last words, his prayer for the in- 
divisibility of the republic of Colom- 
•bin sounded like a plea from the 
chambers of death in the ears of the 
jjien who signed the articles of separ- 
ation and erected out of the one the 
three existing coTmnoneivnl-ths. 


Aaid today, with the b.ittle cry oi 


"greater Colombia,'1 with the prayer 
of the dying "Bolivar nnd the 11 Iter-

•eduction of paper from wood pulp 
is, therefore, greatly increased dur- 
g recent years. 
In. what is now the largest paper 
ill in the world 225 cords of wood 
e daily converted into 200 tons of 
st-class newspaper 
stock. 
This 


ill is located about seventy-five 
iles from Bangor, on the edge of 
e great wilderness of northern 
aine, U. S. A. The Great Northern 
i-per company is thp builder and 
wner of this plant, ns it is also of 


e larger part of the town of Milli- 
acket, which has grown up about 


Thus far only two-thirds of the 
timate capacity of paper making* 
ichinery has been installed, so that 
out 33B cords of wood will ulti- 
itely he consumed per day, yield- 
g 300 tons of paper as a product, 
parly all the logs used nt the m'.ll 
e of spruce, the variety of wood 
sst adapted, for the making- of news- 
iper stock.
